We used to take the men on the train 
every morning and drop off two men 
every half mile or 80 in the worst 
placss for snow and they would shov- 
el snow until the train came back at 
night. Sometimes it would be eight 
o'clock. Just got ten hours’ pay, one 
dollar per day, and I never heard a 


ways after it was lifted, making it 
necessary to take the jack out and 
build up straight again. It would do 
this two or three times. The foreman 
sighting up the rail was easily excit- 
ed and he jumped and\ ran to them, 
cursed them up and down. Some of 
these men could understand English 
enough to get angry at him, so they 
threw what tools there were in the 
tool box out and put him in it for the 
rest of the day. 

When I was sent there, I did not 
know about this until I had started to 
work in the same swamp, and I was 
having the same trouble in raising the 
track.

wax (Ontario Bulletin $57) could be 
improved on chiefly through 4 cheap- 
ening of the product or by the elim- 
ination of the necessity for heating.

One very.promising material was 
discovered : will probably do away 
with the heating requirement. This is 
an asphalt water gipmpound sold un- 
der the name of Braco and used 
chiefly as a roofing compound.

The ma- 
terial is applied with a paddle just as 
it comes in the tin. It must not be 
frozen and should be kept covered 
with water while in use or storage, 
otherwise it becomes hard and dry. 
Grafting is very seldom done when 
the temperature is below freezing.

In handling bearing tress, the gen- 
eral practice is to perform what may 
be termed only regulatory pruning; 
that is, to prune just enough to pre- 
vent the head from becoming too 
thick. Continual cutting back delays 
the time of bearing and, if persisted 
in too long, may materially reduce 
yields, It is true, of cours, that spur 
pruning, i.e., the cutting back of each 
new shoot each year to within four or 
five buds of last year’s growth, may 
be used instead of thinning as & 
means to produce fewer but larger 
and better apples. It is preferable, 
however, to keep down pruning in 4 
pedring tree to the minimum and 
then, if necessary, thin the fruit dur- 
ing early summer in order to attain 
size and quality.

FOR EXPORT TO BRITAIN 


Boat space has been arranged on 
the assumption that Can would 
ship 45,000 head of live cattle to the 
United Kingdom this year, Hon. Ro- 
bert Weir, Minister . of Agriculture 
told the Senate committee investigat- 
ing the cattle situation Thursday. 

Of this total about 10,000 head 
would go through St. John before 
Montreal port opened. 

Most of the cattle shipped so far 
this year had been from Ontario and 
Western Canada, the Minister ¢x- 
plained. Some of the cattle from 
Ontario had been more in the nature 
of distress selling and these were 
often not so well finished as the trade 
there desired. However, the cattle in 
Ontario now being prepared for the 
United Kingdom market were in the 
hands of stronger holders and would 
not'go forward until they were in the 
proper shape. 

Cattle prices in the United King- 
dom may be expected to improve but 
not much before the end of May, Mr. 
Weir said. One of the important fac- 
tors in the cattle market was the 
Irish supply. In 1930 Ireland shipped 
to the United Kingdom over 900,000 
head. In 1931 it had dropped to some- 
thing slightly over 700,000. 

Canada occupied a preferred posi- 
tion to fill in as the Irish supplies 
diminished, the Minister thought. 

“The price of live cattle, I believe, 
is bound to rise with any improve- 
ment in world conditions,” the min- 
ister declared. Care must be taken, 
however, to hold the United Kingdom 
market. The. supply must be contin- 
uous and of the required quality.

news of the stores, as well as accounts of other 


happenings. 


Opinion is almost unanimous that a town with- 
out a paper is a dead town. Reams could be 
written to prove conclusively that this must be 
true, and very little could be said to offset these 
arguments. Who would care to defend an opin- 


ion in opposition to this statement? 


Place yourself in the position of the reader of a 


town. paper and endeavor to analyze the im- 
pression created by the omission of news from 


any particular store. How can it fail to be any- 


thing but unfavorable? 
To the readers of any newspaper, store news is 
considered most important-—-to some, the most 


important part of the paper. Its omission can- 


not fail to have a harmful effect.

The Way of the Ox 

“The oxen were stolid, and quiet 
appearing animals,” recollected Mr.
